regarding the recent French and Bri­ 
tish conversations in London have leaked 
back to official quarters here, and indicate 
that the two democracies went a lot fur­ 
ther toward changing the map of Europe 
than appeared in the press dispatches. 
Most important parts of their under­ 
standing were: 
1. AUSTRIA, it was decided, was sure 
to join with Germany eventually, and there 
was nothing Britain and France could do 
to stop it. 
Therefore, it was better to tell 
the Germans this in advance and keep 
them occupied with the anschluss, thus 
giving the ex-Allies a chance to concen­ 
trate on the Far East. 
2. CZECHOSLOVAKIA, it was decid­ 
ed, should be asked to revamp its consti­ 
tution so as to give greater freedom to 
German minorities, thus easing theTension 
between that country and Germany. 
3. ETHIOPIA, now being Italian in 
fact, it was considered best to recognize 
this officially. 
4. FRANCO, now being in control of 
most of Spain, should be recognized in the 
near future. 
All of this, it was believed, would ease 
the tension in Western Europe so that 
France and Birtain could do something 
about Japanese aggression in the Far East. 
This was one factor behind sending of 
French cruisers to Indo-Chinese waters, 
and the British pledge to send ships East­ 
ward in the near future. 
NOTE— Last summer the British want­ 
ed to send ships to the Orient but feared 
to weaken their naval forces in the Medi­ 
terranean and the Baltic.

SPECIAL RELIEF BUDGET 
The bad news on the 1938 relief ap 
propriation will not be included in the 
regular budget to be sent to Congress 
January 3. 
The President definitely has decided to 
follow last winter’s course and withold 
relief estimates for a special message in 
March. 
Two reasons are 
behind this 
strategy: 
First, to allow time for the development 
of back-home demands for jobless aid. 
with unemployment rolls mounting stead­ 
ily, state and local authorities, who are 
bearing the brunt of the clamor for relief, 
will soon be turning the screws on their 
senators and congressmen to loosen federal 
purse-strings thus offsetting the pressure 
for economy and budget balancing. 
Second, Roosevelt is still uncertain as 
to how much relief money to ask for. 
Early in October, when he started working 
on the new budget, he tentatively fixed 
the WHA item at 31,000,000,000 — a 
$500,000,000 slash under this year’s ap­ 
propriation. 
But much has happened in 
the last two months. 
Unemployment is 25 to 50 percent 
greater than at this time last year, and all 
signs point to continued heavy layoffs. 
Last December, WPA rolls totalled 
2,398,000; rose to 3,000,00 in February. 
But 
under 
the 
current 
budget 
only 
1,9 19,000 can be fed without going into the 
red. 
The President and his inner council 
are agreed that his original $1,000,000,000 
figure now is out of the question. 
But he

A bout 50 persons braved incle­ 
m ent w eather conditions, M onday, 
to hear Mrs. Depew Head, book 
critic of Columbus, in her third re­ 
view sponsored by the W estm in­ 
ster Bible class of the P resb y teri­ 
an church. 
For the first tim e in this series 
of reviews, Mrs. Head chose a play 
for her talk. 
In her usual com ­ 
petent 
m anner, Mrs. 
H ead told 
briefly of the life and c h aracter­ 
istics of the author of this play, 
“The Lost Colony,” and the gen­ 
eral idea w hich w as embodied in 
play itself. 
She said th a t 
the 
symphonic 
dram atic 
pageant, 
“The Ivost Colony” is essentially a 
folk dram a of our ancestors as de­ 
picted by Roanoke islanders and 
native N orth Carolinians. 
All but 
13 of the 130 roles in the play are 
taken by islanders to w hom the 
A m erican history connected w ith 
their homeplace is a living p art 
of their lives. 
No better qualified playw right 
than the native N orth C arolina 
folk dram atist, Paul Green, could 
have been selected to w rite the 
script, she said. 
Green, w ith his 
“In A braham ’s Bosom” in 1927, 
won the Pulitzer 
prize for d ra ­ 
m atics. 
He has w ritten several 
successful plays and adapted some 
of his own stories for th e m ovies 
as well as w riting m any movie 
scripts. 
In “The Lost Colony,” he brings 
to a peak his own peculiar contri­ 
bution to the Am erican stage, the 
developm ent 
of 
the 
sym phonic 
dram a in which the m usic is an in­ 
tegral p art of the play. 
H is sec­ 
ond New York hit, “Johnnie John­ 
son,” w as a w ork of this type. 
Personal perm ission of the pub­ 
lishers of “The Lost Colony” w as 
secured by Mrs. H ead before she 
could present the review. 
The au ­ 
thor has m ore than 50 plays to 
his credit, including four successes 
on Broadw ay. 
Mrs. H ead says 
th a t M il Green is a m odest m an, 
but genuine in his ability to re­ 
count in a few m inutes the history 
of ages in well chosen prose. 
He 
is easy to approach and answ ers 
questions readily. 
He w rites -vith 
enjoym ent folk plays because he 
feels th a t the reactions of the 
sim ple lives of those who dwell in 
m ountain and rural com m unities 
contain m ore real wisdom than 
the lives of city dwellers. 
He Lived on a farm in N orth 
C arolina until he w as 22 and the 
Bible w as his one source of read­ 
ing in early days. 
He has poem s 
and songs of his own com position 
in all his plays. 
“The Lost Colony” w as given 
last Sum m er a t the celebration of 
the 350th anniversary of the be­ 
ginning of A nglo-A m erican civili­ 
zation with the founding of R oa­ 
noke Island colonies and the birth 
of Virginia Dare, the first child 
bom of English paren ts in A m eri­ 
ca. 
The setting w as in a natu ral 
am phitheatre by the sea. 
Three 
stages w ere erected, 
the 
first, 
which w as built quite high repre­ 
sented an Indian stockade, cen­ 
tered w ith a rude chapel w ith 
cabins of the early settlers on 
either side. 
Im m ediately in front 
of this stage, was one low er by 
three steps on which th e dancing 
and pageantry of the play w as 
displayed. 
A t the left, elevated 
several steps, w as the th ird stage. 
on which much of the action of 
the play took place. 
The sea at 
the back w ith the forest on either 
side form ed the backing of the 
stages. 
In a niche a t the left, a 
chorus of grey-clad singers was 
placed. 
In the forest, an electric 
organ added the sym phonic tone 
to the incidents of the play. 
A 
historical reader w as a t a desk at 
one side and read 
the 
running 
chronicle of the play as depicted 
on t*he stages. 
The stag es and 
scenes were brought to view by a 
wonderful system of lighting using 
fadeouts as the movies employ 
them . 
The historical incidents of the 
com ing of the settlers and of their 
return to England seeking assist­ 
ance. the fate of the ones left on 
the site of Roanoke Island w as de­ 
pleted in pageant, song, historical 
reading and pantom im e.

CHICAGO. 
Dec. 
14 —(UP) — 
President Edward A. O'Neal of 
the American Farm Bureau fed­ 
eration led his organization today 
on a course in direct opposition to 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace in regard to pending farm 
legislation. 
O’Neal aroused tense discussion 
among the 3,000 agricultural lead­ 
ers attending a three-day confer­ 
ence when he declared the federa­ 
tion had “fought with all its pow­ 
er to have amended so it would be 
workable” the major farm 
bill 
now before the senate. 
“The 
opposition,” 
he 
added, 
“was too strong.” 
His statement was made short­ 
ly before Secretary Wallace gave 
an extemporaneous speech before 
the convention. Wallace made no 
reply to O’Neal’s attack. 
O’Neal also assailed provisions 
of other pending bills which, he 
said, would give unlimited power 
to the agricultural administration. 
“Secretary Wallace 
wants 
a 
flexible bill while we want a mea­ 
sure with definite control writ­ 
ten into the law," he said. “We 
hate to disagree with out good 
friend but we cannot and will not 
compromise on this fundamental 
issue.” 
High Cost Feared 
He said if power given Secre­ 
tary Wallace for administration of 
an ever-normal granary plan were 
not limited, the cost might make 
balancing of the national budget 
impossible. 
“The secretary favors big gran­ 
ary supplies,” be said, “and we 
cannot go along with him on that 
idea.” 
In his address. Wallace urged 
support of the granary plan, by 
which surplus crops would be car­ 
ried over from bountiful to lean 
years by government financing. 
He pleaded for a 
“ balancing 
abundance” for the American far­ 
mer and said that capital and la­ 
bor must set their houses in or­ 
der 
before 
prosperity 
c#n 
be 
achieved. 
“Agriculture cannot stand 
a 
policy of scarcity.” he said. “ Agri­ 
culture, labor and business must 
figure out how they can pull to­ 
gether to turn out more goods."
